HE FAMED international scientist, Serge Voronoff, who is now 

83, is living today at San Remo on the Italian Riviera and 
planning to continue his experiments on longevity suspended dur- 
ing World War II.

HAT STRIKES the tourist who is visit- 


* ing London for the first time is not the 
fog, not the funny buses, not the Changing of 
the Guard nor Queen Mary’s hats—but rather 
that come 11 o’clock at night, all cafes are 
closed and the clubs and restaurants are not 
allowed to sell drinks after midnight. 

But human beings being what they are, 
smart Londoners will advise you on strictly 
“legal” ways of beating this alcoholic dead- 
line—ways that have been devised by thirsty 
Britishers to insure themselves a goodly sup- 
ply of whisky, wine and “bubbly” after the 
witching hour. 

One variation is to order and pay for your 
drinks and bottle before midnight. Then you 
may take your own sweet time consuming 
them after the curfew. Another trick is to 
visit a club or restaurant with your own bot- 
tle under your arm. The club provides the 
set-ups—you pour your own. 

Most popular of all schemes to beat the 
drinking deadline are so-called “private bot- 
tle parties” or “private clubs.” These do not 
break the law because they are set up as com- 
pletely private organizations. To join, you 
merely sign a guest list at the door and pay 
your “dues” of one pound, or whatever the 
entrance fee may be. 

After this formality has been ‘disposed of, 
you may purchase drinks or a bottle just as 
if you were sitting in the lounge of your pri- 
vate club—as indeed you are. Neat, eh wot? 

Some clubs will even sell you drinks or a 


‘bottle in advance. In other words, you buy 


refreshment by the week or month. Your bot- 
tle is labeled with your name and put aside 
for you on the bar shelf. You can drop by at 
any time of night and get a nip out of your 
very own crock. 

Whiskey, wine and champagne come rather 
high in London these days. The average bot- 
tle sells for about $8 in American money. 
Champagne comes higher, of course. These 
prices do much to explain why London clubs 
and cafes are having a hard time of it at pres- 
ent, getting most of their business from visit- 
ing American tourists, | 

Poor business may explain why so many~ 
London clubs are importing French revues to 
win new customers. The performance of the 
petite Parisiennes is many-sided and rich. It 
frequently includes games in which the cus- 
tomers take part.

These 
are the questions most frequently hurled at a new work of art that 
is not easily classified. The works of arts shown on these pages have 
caused riots in the past, but in our’own day, the works of Picasso 
and Matisse aroused as much hub-bub. Many of the paintings and 
statues we accept calmly today were the center of almost world-wide 
discussion when they were created. We might laugh at the crities of 
yesteryear for being unable to recognize beauty in a new art form, 
but the critics of tomorrow might think us just as short-sighted.

ALL STREET'S GOLD 


T’s EASY to make millions — and _ gold- 

brick at the same time. Just join the Treas- 
ury Bureau and see the gold count up. The 
largest gold refinery in the world is located 
near fabled Wall Street. Here the men turn 
out $2,288,461 worth of solid gold-bricks in 
an average week. Their annual figure is $119 
million. 

Uncle Sam takes particular care that none 
of these gentleemn gets rich quick, however. 
After each batch of gold bricks is finished, 
as well as at the day’s end, the men sweep 
the floors clean and the tile walls get their 
cleansing. Workmen take compulsory show- 
ers before going home. The wash water is 
collected and passed through sumps where 
the metallic particles drop to the bottom. 
Clothes are eventually burned in special fur-_ 
naces, Crucibles—containers used to pour hot 
gold into the molds—are erushed to dust 
when they have outlived their usefulness. 

To see that American streets aren’t actually 
paved with gold, Uncle Sam has taken more 
precautions. All the dirt, water and dust from 
the showers is minutely checked for valuable 
pieces of gold. Even the fumes from the fur- 
naces yield gold particles. Electric precipi- 
tators in the chimney catch metallic values 
before they drift out over the streets. It’s easy 
to make millions—but tough to keep it!
